General expression of opinion—The

WasuiNoron, June 1.—In the Senate to- 
day a concurrent resolution with regard to 
the Fishery,;Commission was taken up. Ed- 
munds moved to amend it by adding the 
mords.—That if under circumstances the 
Gov't of Great Britian shall receive the 
sum of money referred, to the provisions of 
said troaty on the nubject ought to be ter- 
minated at the earliest time consistent with 
the 33rd article of said treaty.” 

Edmunds agreed that Congress should 
express an opinion that the award was ex- 
cessive. 

Saulsbury asked if Edmunds, as Chair- 
man of the Judiciary Com., considered the 
so-called award binding upon the Govern- 
ment.

Edmunds denied there was anything like 
monace in his amendment. It was mere- 
ly to oxpress the just right of this nation to 
terminate the fishery provisions of the 
treaty.

Mv. J. S. McCuaig, the. Tory condidate 
in Prince Edward, bases his expectations 
‘on what the Township of Marysburg will 
do for him at the coming election.

The New York Journal of Commerce, 
speaking of the depression of the cotton 
trado, advises mill owners to reduce pro 
ductionby stopping the mils. Over-pro- 
tection regulted iy over-production, and the 
only remedy is to throw tens of thousands 
of operatives out of employmont, until the 
surplus stocksare sold of. 'Thisis a de- 
solate prospect for the work'ng classes in 
the model protectionist paradise. 


Mr. Thos. White is the Tory ‘Taxation- 
ist candidate in Montreal. Ho is a sup- 
porter of Sir John Macdonald's ‘national 
policy,” and yet this is what Mr. Thos. 
White said of a 15 por cent. tariffywhen Sir 
Jolin was in powor, and was refusing the 
demands of certain manufacturers for 
ereased protection.

stantly thronging to study the land of which 
' they have yaguely heard so much. But 
in ‘this Exhibition we have nothing— 
nothing to show the wonders of Colorado 
and the Yellowstone, not even a picture of 
the Yo Semite—no hint ofthe scenery of 
‘Téxas—not an iota of intormation about 
the grand resources ot the Territories and 
the mighty ‘possibilities of Oregon, no 
adequate description of themanner in which 
the country is railroaded, and seamed with 
telegraph lines, and dotted with villages 
and cities. Why, Austria has out-done us 
completely in the matter of railway display 
occupying a very ‘large space with speci- 
mens of her cars fortreight, her beautiful 
passenger carrages, and her excellent ter- 
minal stations. The photograph might 
haye done many things for us which other 
nations do not need doue for thom; itmight 
have illustrated resources which could not 
beshown here in actual material, because 
of the immense distance at which we are 
from Europe. The mining in the strange 
lands of Arizona and Nevada, the mines in 
the mountains of Pennsylvania, as the 
Pennsylvania and ~ the Reading, 
the timber industries of the Northwest, the 
agriculture of the prairies, the manufactur- 
es of the Middle and Eastern States, the 
seemingly fabulous crops of Kansas, Ne- 
braska and Arkansas—all these might have 
been shown to European eyes by means ot 
photography. Lot us:hope thatthe various 
States will adopt a suggestion which is bas- 
ed on careful observation, and will prepare 
pictures of their industrios, their games, 
their chase and its products, for the pur- 
pose of sending thom to the next Interna- 
tional Exhibition, . At the same time,might 
it not be well for tho. General Government 
to appoint Apormanont commission for In- 
ternational Exhibitions, such as other coun- 
tries possess? Tho officers might be ac- 
oorded small salaries, with the understand- 
ing that thoy would bo doubled duxi 
term of foreign service. ‘Tho information 
which theso people would amass, and: the 
reports which thoy would publish would be 
of the greatest Praccal benofit to the 
country. Soe for instance, tho report ofour 
educational system which Mr. Buisson, 
hoad of the French dolegation,sont to study 
that subject at the Philadelphia Exhibition, 
has justmade, Itisa yolume of 600 odd 
pages, and 80 good an authority as Mr. 
Philbrick doos not hesitate to pronounce it 
ono ofthe most exhaustive treatises ever 
writton on the subject, We should haye a 
commission which would be constantly in- 
spiring such reports, and which wonld 
know enough not to allow our country to 
he snvhontably worsted in a competitive in- 
dustrial struggle.

FRAUD. 
The case of R. N. Bennett against J. N. 
Yeomans, was resumed this morning. The 
first and only witness examined was Jacob 
Wilson, who on being sworn said:— 

Lam a Trustee of the Methodist Church 
Coleman Ward, and have beon for the last 
four years. I know the complainant, and 
also the defendant. I recognize the note 
produced. When I gaye it I understood it 
was for church purposes. At the time the 
note was given there was a note maturing 
at the Consolidated Bank for $800, due on 
the first day of October. Am confident I 
gaye tho note for church purposes, as well 
as any other note given by me. The $800 
note was not taken up, as Mr Bennett and 
myself had to pay it. There was on one 
occasion either $1,000 or $1,500 required 
for church pnrposes, and Mr. Yeomans 
brought in notes of $500 to sign. Some of 
theTrustees refused to sign them,but I said 
as they were for church purposes I would 
not refuse to sign them. All the members 
of the Boardsigned them except two, and 
they were paid. I paid half of the $300 
note, half ofgthe $450 note, also another 
note of $200¢which matured the 7th of 
January last.~The proceeds of the $450 note 
was not appropriated for church purposes, 


but cannot say whether the proceeds of 
ether NOS Were VE weee mot I awe opole. 


en to Mr. Yeomans about the way in which 
he had used the money on tlie $450 note. 
He stated he had intended to pay the $300 
note and some other small matters, but as 
he had some difficulty in financial matters; 
he could not get the money without Miles 
Rankins & Co’s. endorsation. I knew that 
I would haye to pay the $800 as soon as 
Rankins & Co, failed, as the defendant told 
me what had been done withthe money. 
The note was given before Fretz cleared out, 
and it was after Fretz cleared out that Yeo- 
mans told me. He said our note of $450 
was on Rankins & Co.’s bill book, and 
would be paid at maturity. I told him he 
had§done wrong, and he said he had ex- 
pected it would be all right through money 
which was to haye come from Fretz. He 
He further saidI must have known better 
than to have supposed that the $450 was 
required for church purposes. Had Ilook- 
ed into the finances of the church IT might 
have known that that sum was not requir- 
ed, I had confidence in Mr,Yeomans, and 
that was one reason why I did not 
look into the state of the finances. My 
confidence was misplaced, otherwise I 
would not have had to pay this 
note. When Yeomans first told me 
of it, he asked me if I was prepared 
fora scare. He then told me as stated 
above. His answer did not apply to the 
one note now in question, but to all the 
notes given. I have security for part of the 
notes paid, but not all. If properly real- 
ized I will realize two-thirds of all the 
monies paid, both by Mr. Bennett and my- 
self. Mr.Bennett’s name is not mentioned, 
but I have told Mr. Bennett I would give 
him his share. It was the day Mr. Yeo- 
mans told me of what he had done, that he 
handed me the securities. Had they been 
in such a shape as to have divided with 
Mr, Bennett I would have done so.4 
Cross-examined.—A few nights after the 
thing happened, I told Mr. Bennett I had 
securities, and would share it with him, 


If the securities had paid dollar 
for dollar we would have been 
covered. Yeomans laid the blame alto- 


gether on other shoulders than his own. I 
do not think that when Mr, Yeomans got 
the note he intended to defraud me. It 
was attributable to Mr. Richardson's refus- 
ing to discount the note unless placed to 
the credit of Rankins & Co. I had every 
confidence in both Mr. Richardson and Mr, 
Yeomans, asmombers of the Church Board. 
I would not have done what Mr. Yeomans 
did, however. If the note had beon paid 
whon due, I think no fault would have beon 
found with Mr. Yeomans, I think tho 
items of gas bill, sexton's salary, &c., have 
beon paid, ‘These amounts would be in re- 
duction of the $450 note, $70.90 in all, I 
told Mr. Bonnett at one time that we wero 
not going to loose so much after all, and 
was in hopes that he would get off with 
about $100 loss. I hold a note against Mr. 
Bennott for $75. Supposing I realize suf- 
ficiontly on collatorals, the amount of the 
$450 note would be brought down to about 
$300. ‘There was a claim of $820 against 
the city, for right of way on street given 
me, but it was not -to retire any note. 
When the books were audited thore was 
some $1,000 found to be due to Mr. Yoo- 
mans. ‘This waa transferred to mo, as 
‘Treasurer, 

Ro-oxaminod.—Tho notes of $450, $800 
and $200, do not appear on tho ‘Treasurer's 
books. Twas appointed Treasurer some 
time in November. Ifonund, when I got 
yossession of tlie books, that Mr. Yoomana 
iad paid the sexton, and other smalll nae- 
counts. Mr. Chas. Boll sent to mo for 
parsonage rent. I paid him two quartora 
ront, due in February and May. ‘Those 
amounts were due for rent when I became 
Troasurers The amount duo by the church 
to Mr. Yeomans was rosignod to me to pro- 
tect my own personal notes given for the 


church, I think I told Mr, Bonnet that 
not ono dollar of the $450 note had beon 
applied for church purposes. 

This concluded the case for the proso- 


cution, andthe Magistrate further onlarged 
the case until next Tuesday, at 10 o'clock 
a. m., whon judgoment will be given. Tho

_At Thamesville, a few days ago, Hon. 
Mr. Mills called particular attention to one 
point, and asked that it should not be over- 
looked in tho discussion of political issues. 
Tho advocates of a “National Policy” insist 
that protection is especia"y required for 
our manufacturers, who as a class, are suf- 
ering to a greater extent than any other. 
‘Tho statistics of insolvency,howeyer, 
sustain this asse- ion. They show con- 
clusively thatthe hard times have not press- 
ed so heavily on the manufactr“ors as on- 
tratera. 
1875, until February, 1876, the liabilities 
of insolvent manufacturers amounted to 
$5,271,631, and of merchants and traders, 
$16,285,479, or more than threo times the 
amount. An examination of ,the lists of 
insolvents, published from time to time, 
will show that this disproportion is even 
more marked at the present time. 

Manufacturers may be suffering moro or 
less from the depression, but if so, they 
have a peculiar way of showing it. The 
majority of them livein fine houses and 
fare sumptuously. Their external appear- 
ance does not indicate such a financial 
stringency as might be expected from ré- 
ports circulated. Possibly their yearly 
profits are not so large as they were a few 
years ago, won dividends of 50 and 75 por 
cent.were the rule. Now,most of them content 
themselyos with announcements of 25 and 
30 per cont. gain. his is the point rofer- 
rod to by Mr. Mills, and it is an important 
one.

‘The Committee on School Management 
presented their report, of which tho follow- 
ing is a summary ;— 

That influenced by the statements made

That 
the entrance examination for the 5th Class 
ofthe Public School be the same as for en- 
trance to High School, and that the honor 
be as great. 
The Public Sehool Inspector presented 
his monthly report, as follows: Scholars 
registered since the first of the year, 1,628 
registered for month of May, 1,828; and 
for April, 1,500. Tho average for the 
month was 1,033, being 39 less than for 
previows month; 6,403 days were lost by 
| absence; 757. werd late; 117 casos of cor- 
poral punishment. ‘The highest percentage 
of attendance was in the Station School, 
being in each room as high as 904.

FIRE IN AMELIASBURGH. 


WO CHILDREN BURNED TO DEATH 


LOSS BETWEEN $3,000 AND $4,000, 


We exceedingly regret to learn that the 
house of Mr. Geo. H. Sprung, of the 8rd 
concession of Ameliasburg, was burned 
last night, ‘about 11 o'clock. ‘The family 
had retired for the night, and were uncon- 
scious of their danger until too lato to do 
anything. towards saving the house and 
furniture. But few things were got out, as 
the building was wrapped in flames when 
the inmates awoke to their terrible state. 
Two children, aged respectively 12 and 9 
years, who were sleeping up stairs, were 
burned to death, as every effort to rescue 
them proved abortive. This morning all 
that could be found of them were a few 
charred remains. Only those who have 
little ones to love and care for can form 
any idea of what the parents’ feelings were 
when they could only stand helplessly by 
and see their children bum alive. The 
loss of a fine house and its contents is bad 
enough, but it'is nothing in comparison to 
the loss of the two children. Mrs. Sprung 
was also badly burned about the face and 
arms, but her injuries are not considered 
fatal. 

The origin of the fire is a mystery, un- 
less it was caused by a defective stove 
pipe. 

The total ‘loss on house and furniture 
will amount to nearly four thousand dol- 
lars.

About Deficits 


Tlie Toronto Mail returns to some of its 
old charges against the management of the 
finances of the Dominion by the Reformers: 
Mr. Cartwright, it says, had two deficits in 
two successive years. 

“The deficits are not only discreditable 
to the Finance Minister andthe Govern. 
ment as a whole, but are alarming. One 
was possible, but a second should have 
been prevented. Instead of its being pre- 
vented, however, we are galloping along at 
a rapid pace on the road to a third deficit.” 

The general argument here is that deficits 
are discreditable, especially when two fol- 
low each other, while three would be mon- 
strous. In 1858 Sir John’s Government 
had a deficit of near three-and-a-half mil- 
lions; in 1859, one million. anda half; in 
1860, near two millions; in 1861, two mil- 
lions; in 1862, over [two millions; in 1863, 
nearly a million. Not two years running, 
nor three, but six, with a deficit each year! 
Comparsions are odious, no doubt, but it is 
the best way of dealing with these people.

Cooking as an Art, 


Cookery Schools are now receiving very 
much attention in England, and no less an 
guthovity on all subjects than Mr.Gladstone 
presided at one of the lessons given by Miss 
May Vincent at.thée South Kensirgton 
School of Cookery. On this occasion he 
said, ‘I must say cookery is a wonderful 
art. The niceness with which things are 
made, the degree of skill and care belong- 
ing to the profession of a cook are very’ re- 
markakle things. Moreover, I believe it is 
also true that good cookery is a very great 
deal more wholesome than bad,. and that 
it contributes very much to health as well 
as being more saying.’’ He has thus ran- 
ked this important branch of domestic 
economy-as an art, and if the cooks of our 
country were fully persuaded of the dignity 
and value of their duties, it is probable that 
the result would very soon he perceptible in 
a decrease in the demand for patent and 
other medicines and an increase in the 
vitality and working power of our people. 
Scotland’s very high average of men with 
excessive energy and brains has very _pro- 
perly been ascribed to the good foundation 
of good health laid by the use of oatmeal, 
and it is well known that all Scotchwomen 
are proficient in the art of cooking this 
staff of life. We are pleased to see that the 
Ladies’ Educational Association haye ar- 
ranged to have a series of lectures on Cook- 
ery by Miss Corson, which will be illus- 
trated by the actual process, so that not 
only the means but the result may be pre- 
sented, and further, that they propose to 
institute a school of cookery, based on Miss 
Corson’s plan, to be continued so long: as 
it can obtain support. There must be 
mumy young ladies, who by marriage or 
from other causes haye been compelled to 
assume household duties for which by 
education they aro totally unfit who would 
gladly accept the boon offered by this 
school. In England leazers ofhigh society 
are not too dignified to attend and learn at 
these schools, and so long asit is the 
highest result of civilization for every one 
to be useful, the value to Canadian civiliza- 
tion if such an institution were established 
in Montreal would not be small.— Witness.

New York, June 17.—The Herald's 
cablegram says the secrecy regarding pro- 
ceedings ofthe Berlin Congress does not 
apply to private conferences among the 
plenipotentiaries. Andrassy has finally 
arranged the Austrian programme. Beacons- 
field expressed his entire approval. Wad- 
dington received it warmly, and Corti also 
expressed concurrence. This accord is on 
the question of Bessarabia, which the dele- 
gates unanimously agree should be ceded 
to Russia. A conflict on this very delicate 
question is thus ayoided. It is certain that 
in order to secure the retrocession of Bos- 
sarabia, Russia will yield a great deal both 
in Armenia and in the Balkan Peninsular. 
She will, therefore, be more likely to satis- 
fy Austria and England with regard to Bul- 
garia, seeing that on their part no oppo- 
sition will be given to Russia's wishes, re- 
garding the province she lost by the Cri- 
mean War. Tho Turkish plonipotentiaries 
are treated with cold; formal politeness. 
Mehemet Ali, who is 4 German renegade, 
and a proselyte to Mahommedanism, is 
called by his real name, Karl Detroit, by 
the German papers, and is treated with 
great coldness everywhere.

With the County Surveyor I examined 
the bridge at ‘Trenton and our report thore- 
vn is embodied in his regular report for 
this session. 

The Gravel Road Committee and Supor- 
intendent will report on the said roads and 
state the sum required to be expended this 
year on the same. 

The assessments of the minor municipal- 
itiés will have to be equalized . for County 
ve and estimates made and rates 
evied to meet the requirements of the 
County this year.

THE ADMISSION OF GREECE.— 
WHAT ANDRASSY PROPOSES,— 
ENGLAND'S COMPREHENSIVE 
PLAN FOR NEUTRALIZING THE 
TREATY OF SAN STEFANO, 


Lonpbon, June 18.—Some Berlin corres- 
pondents assert Salisbury proposed the ad- 
mission of Greece to the Congress, andsup- 
ported his proposal in a speech which occu- 
pied the entire sitting yesterday. Other 
correspondents declare the admission of 
Greece was postponed till Wednesday. 

Stated that when Andrassy introduced 
the question of the boundaries ot Bulgaria, 
he made an earnest speech, urging a divi- 
sion of European Turkey into districts, on 
the basis of nationalities, thus rendering 
reform and regeneration possible, without 
severing their connection with the Porte. 

A Berlin correspondent of the Times re- 
ports that probably Greece will ultimately 
be admitted to the Congress, in a purely 
consultative position or to a limited number 
of sittings, devoted to Greek interests. Not 
believed the Congress will undertake to 
compel by force the exchange of Bessarabia 
for the Dobrudscha, or sanction Russia's 
coercion of Roumania. If the latter, after 
an expression of opinion by Congress, con- 
tinues to refuse to make an exchange,Eng- 
land will insist upon vigorous limitation of

north of the Balkans. 
Fully understood Roumelia shall only 
have sea border on the Buxine ; that Tur- 
key shall retain over that province her 
suzerainty, and shall haye the nomination 
with the consent of the power of a Christ- 
ian Governor of the province; that the 
Russian element will neither figure in the 
administration nor the Government ; and 
that in all frontiers of Roumelia on the 
north,east & west,as wellas onthe sea board, 
of the Euxine, Turkey shall be able to 
strengthon the boundaries of the province 
and protect herself by garrisoning all forti- 
fied positions on her new borders. In this 
manner will be neutralized the destruction 
of the Ottoman empire, which was thie 
ultimate aim of the San Stefano Troaty. 
These are the points which England 
deems so essential to the safe guarding of 
her interests, as not to allow her making 
any concession thereon, whatever, without 
playing false to her duties and sacrifiding 
the rights of the nation

They were not 
to be converted into money, and there was 
no risk, as when the work was completod 
the debentures would be taken up by the 
Company. If the debentures were in the 
hands of Trustees there would be no diffi 
culty in getting money from the banks.

At the stake boat Hanlan turned with 
a good four lenghts the best'o: it, and it 
was apparent that Morris had shot his 
bolt, from the fact that as they repassed 
the Gumbert Hanlan was leading by near- 
ly seven lengths, and taking it easy, while 
Morris had his teeth set and was pulling as 
if for life. 

At Power's Run, a mile and a third from 
the finish, Hanlan led by more than eight 
lengths, but as he struck the swift water 
the Pittsburger closed upon him so rapidly 
that his friends began to cheer lustily.

Congress admits Greece with a yoice in 
the questions affecting Greek interests. 

A special London despatch to the Herald 
says the recent publication of the Russian 
Anglo basis of understanding was done by 
the British Cabinet to prepare England for 
the failure of British diplomacy. 

A Berlin special says the Ottoman mem- 
bers of the Congres have presentad a large 
number of memorials from the Christian 
subjects of the Sultan praying they may be 
left under his rule, and protesting in the 
Strongest terms against being handed 
over-to,.Russia,, Bulgaria or Austria. 

The'position of the Ottoman, delégates is 
that dismemberment of the Turkish empire 
is neither necessary nor practicable in the 
interests of peace. No dismemberment is 
possible which will not excite jealously on 
one side or disaffection on the other. 

Turkey is ready to accept Reforms pre- 
scribed for her by the Conference of Con- 
stantinople, and those would be ample. 

The Porte declares Turkey is perfectly 
able and honestly willing to protect and 
satisfy all legitimate desires of its subjects. 

Caustic reflections upon the hypocritical 
declarations of Russia are interjected, and. 
the Congress is inyited to throw religious 
prejudices aside and to consider. facts. as 
they really are. It submits an elarborate 
sketch of Reforms to be carried out. The 
local Government is to be administered in 
each district by means of a system which 
appears theoretically perfect.

period of stagnation. “The people of Ca- 
nada,” said Sir Francis, “felt it less be 
cause of its large agricultural ‘popolation,”’ 
Here we havo a declaration from one ofun- 
questioned right to express an opinion, that 
Tory politicians will flud some difficv'ty in 
he-monizing with their theories. 


What Does It Mean? 


Sir John Macdonald says he is a free- 
trader at heart, that he is in favor of free- 
rade, if all commercial nations would 
adopt it, but since such a unanimity of 
tarrifis is impossible he goes in for protec- 
tion. Just what the Tory Chieftain means 
by free-trade most people are ata loss to 
decide. Himself, and those who speak as 
they are instructed by him, declare that 
the tariff of the present Government is a 
free-trade one, Since, however, they have 
yaisod the tariff ‘rom 15 to 17} per cent.. 
this accusation must bo in a Pickwickian 
sense. 

U[But, Sir J ohn's celeorated “omnibus xe- 
solutions” contained a clause which ex- 
pressed his willingness to legislate in fayor 
ofa reciprocity of tariffs with the United 
States, Then, if the Americans would

Sir John, restored to power next Parlia- 
ment, would not dare carry into practical 
effect what he so'glibly propeses in bogus 
resolutions. 


If reciprocity with the United States is 
desirable, why not with England? Would 
there be anything gained by the adoption 
of a protective tariff with the United States, 
80 long as English manufacturers could 
compete with our own as at present ? The 
plea that competition from England 
amounts to yery little is ridiculously absurd. 
English manufacturers have shown them- 
selves capable of supplying the world with 
their products, and they could easily flood 
our country, were the Americans shut out. 
* Our straggling industries’ would not bé 
much benefitted, even should a prehibitory 
tariff be adopted. 

The “ National Policy,” if it means any- 
thing, certainly applies with equal force to 
importations from England and the United 

States. Do the present Opposition pro- 
pose to discriminate in the way pointed out 
in Sir John’s resolutions against the Mother 
Country? If honest this must be their 
policy: No wonder leading English jour- 
nals refuse to believe that the “ Chieftain” 
is sincore in his advocacy of such a propos- 
terous scheme. They attribute the whole 
agitation now going onin Canada, for a 
“National Policy,” to political exigencies, 
and intended to catch the popular fancy in 
times of commercial depression.

Just the Difference, 


The Tories lately held a convention at 
St. Catharines. One of the speakers was 
Mr. W. W. Wait, of Moerretton. He told 
the audience that free-trade, as practised 
by the present Government, was ruinous 
to our industries, and he was one of the 
victims. He was ono of the firat manufac- 
turers of cotton in Canada, but the Yankees 
destroyed his business. Mr. Wait declared 
that all such manufacturers wanted was to 
keep American competitors out of the 
country, 

About the same timo that Mr. Wait was 
detailing his experionce as a manufacturer 
of cottonin Canada, his successor in the 
business, Mr. James Dolan, of St. Cath- 
arines, had omething to say about the 
same branch of business. Mr. Dolan 
bought out Mr. Wait’s ostablishmont about 
four years ago, and has been carrying on 
the manufacturing of cotton since. In re 
sponse to the toast—* Our Manufacturing 
and Commorcial Interests," at a recent 
complimentary supper in St, Catharines, 
ho alluded to the rapid strides of the cotton 
trade in Canada, and said that ‘no trade 
had done #0 well; the outlook for tho cot- 
ton trade is much better than t short time 
ago. Wo haye succeeded in competing 
with the United Statos in their own trade.”

The States as an Exporter of Manufac. 
tured Goods.

We are told a great deal about the manu- 
facturing strength the National Policy, sys- 
tem has developed in the States. ‘The fact 
is that the system is gradually weakening 
its power to compete with foreign nations 
in manufactured articles. Here are some 
figures : 

In 1868 the total exports of the States 
amounted to $870,000,000. Of this total 
$63,000,000 worth were of manufactured 
goods, or 17 per cent. of the whole. 

In 1877 the total exports of the States 
amounted to $688,000,000, Of this total 
but $78,000,000 worth were of manvfactv- 
ed goods, being only 12 per cent. of the 
whole. Its relative exports of manufactur- 
ed goods haye thus decreased five per cent, 
in ten years., the increase in the exports 
being made up of articles the protection of 
which no tariff laws can eithor increase or 
diminish. 

Again. In 1878 the States exported 
$83,000,000 worth ofmannfactured goods ; 


while in 1877 it vaperted anlar $78,000,000 
shewing-em absolute a8 well od —va.

KING, 


Maprip, June 27.—The President of the 
Medical faculty of the Royal Palace at- 
tributes the Queen's death to nervous gastie 
fever, accompanied by severe intestinal | 
hemorrhage. 

The announcement of the death of the 
Queen of Soain was received with profound 
sorrow and sympathy throughout Europe. 
The feeling in Spain almost approaches 
consternation. For several days the Palace 
in which the Queen lay dying was the 
centre of incessant enquiries. Hopes were 
raised at the crisis of the disense that her 
vigorous constitution might triumph, but 
hor condition was made doubly perilous by 
the fact that she expected to become a 
mother before the end of the year. She 
died about noon in the arms of the King 
and surrounded by the Royal Family, ; 
The remains will lie in state to-day and 
be conveyed to the Royal Mausleum at ‘the 
Escurial for a day.

‘As early as 1802 the Parliament of Canada 
took steps to have a certain portion of waste 
land set aside “for the establishment and 
support of a respectable Grammar School in 
each District, and also a College or Univer- 
sity, forthe instruction of youths in the 
different branches; of liberal knowledge,’”’

Jast 
year was $10,500, The teachers are well 
qualified, painstaking, and thoroughly devot- 
ed to their profession, The system of in- 
Struction in vogne is that sanctioned by the 
Provincial Normal Schools, and is the best in 
the world.

Besides the Public Schools of the city, 
there are apy private ones of a greater 
ot less degree of excellence, and attended by 
a good many children, Albert and Alexan- 
dra Colleges are chartered institutions, pro- 
perly endowed, and supplied with efficient 
stafls of teachers. They are imparting o 
thorough education to young men and wo- 
men in the higher branches of knowledge, 
and many successful graduates in different 
parts of the country attest the value of the 
work done, The Deaf and Dumb Institute 
erected and maintained by the Proviacial 
Government, is one of the charitable institu- 
tions of the country, and is doing a work of 
incalcnlable value. Ontario Uommercial 
College has won a repatation, of which the 
people of Belleville have just reasons to feel 
proud. It now occupies the front rank as a 
Business School, and has a regular attend- 
anes of pupils much larger than any other 
Similar institution in Canada. Loretto Con- 
Vent, too, under the cate of the Romav 
Catholic Church, in connection with two

Russian Cruisers in the Pacific* 


Tho following letter, whicli “appeared in 

the London Times of thedlsth | ult., effect- 
ually disposes of all the nonsense telograqh- 
od from San Francisco regarding Russia's 
immense preparations for sweeping British 
commerce from every sea: “Sir,—Hay- 
ing only recently returned from San Fran- 
cisco, where I have lived for over three 
years, I am somewhat amused at the ‘scare’ 
that has been got up/b¥ the presson the 
question of the Russians buying steamers 
in that city for cruisers. Let me. state 
simple facts. ‘The only vessels fit for that 
purpose are those trading between San Fran- 
cisco, Australia and China. Some of the 
China steamers haye been ‘cliattered from 
the White Star Line, and belonging to an 
English company, are of course out of the 
markéf, The others are owned by the 
American Pacific’ Mail, and, as they have 
all their work cut out for them to keep up 
their contracts with the steamers they have 
I doubt very much whether they could af- 
ford to lose these contracts and their trade, 
and incur penalties, by selling their vessels. 
I see one of your correspondents mentions 
some steamers lying in Alameda Bay. All 
I can say is I hope dovoutly the Russians 
will buy them ; forthe only sailing they 
“will do will be to the bottom. They have 
been lying there for years, and are only the 
ordinary bay steanters with‘walking beams, 
I know of no others that eyen ply ta San 
Francisco; except a few coasters to Panama 
southwards, and to British Columbia north- 
wards, and though they may do very well 
foy that business. I should be sorry to risk 
a trip in them peross the Pacific, I saw 
the whole Russ ‘acific fleet last year in 
San franciseo Day, when they- tame to be 
repaired in Le Island dockyard, and from
